Welcome to our second issue, the one 
where we tap dance for two pages 
before the mail comes streaming in. For- 
tunately, we spent last month talking 
about Power Girl herself, saving the 
traditional creator bios until now. Graba 
drink, settle back in your chair and see 
how it’s all done. 

Paul Kupperberg has had an unusual 
relationship with Power Girl over the 
years—one he has been reluctant to 
discuss in front of trained psychiatric 
help. Actually, Paul has never written 
the adventures of Power Girl prior to 
revising her back story in SECRET 
ORIGINS #11. But once we amended 
her life to that of Arion, Lord High Mage 
of Atlantis, it seems that Paul has been 
involved with her for years. 

Born in 1956 in Brooklyn, Paul wasa 
long-time comics fan and fate saw to it 
that he met fellow fan Paul Levitz. With 
a few other area fans, they all found 
their way into comics fandom and were 
part of a core group of New York-based 
comics fans that were dominant in the 
early 1970s. When Mr. Levitz inherited 
The Comic Reader, one of the most 
respected fanzines in the history of 
fandom, Mr. Kupperberg started writ- 
ing for it and helped Paul produce it on 
schedule. Meantime, 7CR expanded 
operations and Mr. Kupperberg found 
himself editing a spin-off zine called 
tc., which lasted a handful of issues. 

During that time, both Pauls made the 
acquaintance of professionals at DC and 
Marvel, leading them to gainful em- 
ployment. Mr. Levitz started off as Joe 
Orlando's assistant editor, while Mr. 
Kupperberg went on to try his hand at 
writing comics stories. 

Back in the 1970s, many publishers 
still had anthology comics, which were 
the best way for fledgling talent to break 
into the business. Paul managed to sell 
his first story to Charlton's Scary Tales 
#3, which happened to have art by 
another newcomer, a guy named Mike 
Zeck. 

Paul continued to write for Charlton 
until Denny O'Neil called and invited 
him to contribute stories to SUPER- 
MAN FAMILY. From there,~Paul has 
gone on to write for nearly every title the 
company has published. Of all the 
assignments Paul has had, a few are 
especially noteworthy. There was his 
very first series, AQUAMAN; the rein- 
troduction of the DOOM PATROL in 
SHOWCASE #94; collaborating with 
Mr. Levitz on SHOWCASE #100; help- 
ing to introduce the Ambush Bug to the 
OC Universe; DC's first mini-series, THE 


WORLD OF KRYPTON; a stint on the 
Superman comic strip; his firstcreation, 
ARION, and his controversial run on 
VIGILANTE. 

When he hasn't written comics, Paul 
has also edited varying things including 
a run on Video Action and has handied 
DC‘s publicity on occasion. Paul hasalso 
written two Spider-Man novels that saw 
print in the late 1970s. 

These days, Paul is proudest of see- 
ing the DOOM PATROL backin print and. 
contributing to other series, including 
THE PHANTOM. STRANGER (due to 
reappear as a rotating feature in AC- 
TION COMICS WEEKLY), POWER GIRL 
and his latest creation, CHECKMATE! 

Currently residing in Connecticut, 
Paul has learned about the joys of the 
Macintosh and commuting on Metro- 
North. 


Richard Renick Hoberg, Rick to you 
and me, was born in Belton, TX in 1952. 
Shortly after birth, the” Hoberg family 
relocated to Southern California, where 
Rick grew up and remains to this day. 
Like most everyone else in this 
business, Rick was a big comic book fan, 
but he also devoured a steady diet of 
Warner Brothers cartoons. All this 
visual stimulation led Rick to creating 
his own comics where he wrote, drew 
and lettered everything on his own—in- 
cluding letter columns. 

During his childhood years, Rick con- 
tinued to draw, refining his style and 
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studying everything he could until it was 
time to formalize his artistic education. 
He took art courses in high school and 
college (graduating with a BA in fine 
arts) and Rick found himself looking fora 
way to get into the comics business. 

Luck smiled on young Rick and he 
landed a prestigious job, assisting the 
late Russ Manning. During the mid- 
1970s, Manning was editing Tarzan 
comics for the European markets and 
Rick got to draw the Ape Man under the 
eyes of a master. 

During this time, the Southern Cali~ 
fornia comics boomlet was going.on as 
more and more professionals relocated 
to the area. Rick's work caught the 
attention of Roy Thomas, who con- 
vinced Rick totry his handat Marvel ona 
few assignments. These few—Savage 
Sword of Conan, What. If? and The 
Invaders—turned out to be a lot and 
chance had Rick do an issue: of Star 
Wars, which became a reguiarassian- 
ment. 

Still, the love of animation never left 
Rick's blood and he was offered a 
chance to work at Hanna-Barbera. Rick 
took the plunge, figuring that the experi- 
ence could only be positive, and it was. 
Just, as: Rick benefited from: working 
with Russ:Manning, now he had the 
guidance of:Doug Wildey, one of the 
best“artists in any business. Rick went 


“| on) to ‘work on many notable action-

‘Zorro, the Lone Ranget, Thundarr and! 


even our own Super Friends. 

Manning called Rick once again, this 
time to work with him on the Star Wars 
comic strip. Rick leaped at the chance 
and did numerous other art assign- 
ments for Lucasfilm during the next 
year. From there, Rick returned to 
animation and comics. He has success- 
fully divided his time between story- 
boarding projects such as Spider-Man 
and His Amazing Friends, The Incredible 
Hulk and G./. Joe (the original animated 
mini-series) and drawing comics, most- 
ly for DC. His assignments here have 
been varied from the humorous adven- 
tures of CAPTAIN CARROT to historical 
action in ALL-STAR SQUADRON to the 
moody streets of Gotham City in BAT- 
MAN. He has also co-created and 
pencils a book for Hero Comics, Eternity 
Smith. 

Rick and Paul had worked once 
before, on a Superman-Supergirl tale in 
DC COMICS PRESENTS #86, and a 
chance meeting at last summer's San 
Diego Comic Convention got them to 
talking. Rick got really excited about 
Power Girl and signed on. The charac- 
ter designs seen on these, pages are 
from Rick's originalplans for the series’ 
look. As you can:see, only a few modifi- 
cations were made. 


Arne Starr, like the others on this 
page, grew up with a keen interest in 
comics. Born in 1964, the Queens 
Rative says he was hooked by the four- 
color adventures of Superman, Batman 
and others early on. Like Rick, the visual 
side of fife. got Arne excited and he drew 
whenever he could. 

There was a technical program 
offered at the Newtown High School, so 
Arne signed on and was perfecting his 
budding talent-but rapidly got bored by 
the details, so he switched his interests 
to art. After some practice and study, 
Arne received a scholarship to study at 
NY-Phoenix Schools of Design, now part 
of the famous Pratt Institute. One of 
Arne’s. teachers was Cliff Young, a 
notéd mural and watercolor artist. 


Young taught Arne how to ink using a 
brush, and Young fondly recalled his 
days as an inker for DCon such features 
as Vigilante and Green Arrow. 

During the third and last year of his 
program, Arne had a visiting lecturer for 
a course entitled “Continuity Illustra- 
tion’—the lecturer being Dick Gior- 
dano. After graduating, Arne went on to 
commercial art and did numerous jobs: 
for many houses in the New York-Con- 
Necticut area. His skills branched out to 
include art direction and mechanical 
Pasteups for places such as Scholastic 
and Xerox Publications. 

By the beginning of the 1980s, Arne 
had renewed his interest in comics and 
attended a workshop on comics taught 
by Giordano and Frank McLaughlin. The 
others in the class included Mike 
DeCarlo, Bill Collins, Tod Smith and 
Steve Montano. Not a bad graduating 
class. As a result of the classes, Arne 
began doing background work for both 
McLaughlin and Giordano. His’ back- 
ground work moved to some fore- 
ground work as well and he began 
receiving inking credit on projects like V 
#17-18 and DC CHALLENGE #8 (pen- 
cilled by Rick, just to keep it all straight). 
Arne then moved on to co-ink LEGION 
OF SUPER-HEROES with Mike: DeCarlo 
from issues #22-45. 

Barbara Randall gave Arne his. big 
break by letting him solo on two issues 
of BOOSTER GOLD. While waiting for 
other such opportunities, Arne con- 


tinued doing some commercial work 
and added airbrush paintings to his bag 
of tricks. One of his most recent paint- 
ings was a rendition of John Byrne's 
MAN OF STEEL #1 cover for the Ballan- 
tine Books edition of that acclaimed 
mini-series. 

Arne remains a tried and true comics 
fan, but his interests also include 
science fiction, where he is a big Star 
Trek fan. When he heard | was editing a 
mini-series based on the new tele- 
vision show, he pestered me until we 
agreed to let him co-ink the book with 
the wonderful Carlos Garzon.
